SYSTEMS AND METHODS FOR AUDIO REMINDER MESSAGES 
FIELD OF THE INVENTION 

The present invention relates to systems and methods for providing audio messages and, 
more particularly, to systems and methods for providing audio reminder messages in wireless 
communications devices.

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

New technology development makes life easier and busier at the same time. Now we 
accomplish more in one day than what we used to accomplish in one week years ago.
